We really apologize for the delay on this one, It appears that the graphics in Fact of the Week #9841 were created to
represent the charts on pages 62644 and 62645 of the Federal Register. The equations on pages 63024 and 63025 of
the Federal Register were used to create the Fact of the Waek graphics. The Fact of the Week graphics show the same
ganeral trends to provide a visual o accompany the fact, but we do not guarantee that they, or the spreadsheet used
to create them, are accurate beyond providing the same trends as the Federal Register version. Because the
spreadshests were created only to fllustrate a trend, the spreadsheet was not made available.
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We recommend that you reach out to DOT's MNational Highway Traffic Safety Administration & the EPA to obtain the
data sel used to create the original charts in the Federal Registar notice rather than using our estimates.
